Mudslinging art 

Mie Olise uses Gowanus sludge as paint

Talk about oil-based 
paint! 

Red Hook artist Mie Olise 
will breathe new life into the 
highly contaminated, pe- 
troleum-laden sludge at the 
bottom of the Gowanus Ca- 
nal by using the putrid muck 
as paint. 

The Danish-born painter 
and sculptor is inspired by 
the abandoned, industrial rel- 
ics along the banks of the fetid 
waterway — and she hopes the 
mud paintings in her upcom- 
ing show “Elapsed Intoxica- 
tions” challenge people’s per- 
ceptions of the toxic slop that 



environmental officials plan 
to spend half a billion dollars 
to clean up. 

“To take the mud that ev- 
erybody wants to get rid of and 
work with it as a material that 
will end up in my paintings to 
be hung on the wall in some- 


thing traditionally known to 
be very precious, I find inter- 
esting as an idea,” said Olise, 
who put on rubber boots and 
gloves before cautiously shov- 
eling up some of the filthy glop 
= on Tuesday. 

| Olise has long been fasci- 
*6 nated with desolate and decay- 
JT ing buildings and landscapes, 
1 from a ghost town near the 
u Arctic Circle to an abandoned 
amusement park in Berlin. So 
it’s no surprise the filthy Gow- 
anus Canal and the industrial 
structures on its banks are a 
big inspiration. 

“The canal is almost like a 
ruin from industrialization,”

Library's novel idea 


Plan to raze, rebuild Heights branch to save cash 



The Brooklyn Public Library's 
Brooklyn Heights branch was 
constructed in 1962.

The Brooklyn Public Library wants 
to cut off its nose to save its face. 

The library plans to demolish its 
Brooklyn Heights branch to avoid shell- 
ing out $9 million in crucial repairs. 
Library trustees decided this 


week to look for real estate develop- 
ers who would be interested in pur- 
chasing the development rights for 
the 25,000-square-foot lot and al- 
lowing the library to put a branch on 
the ground floor. 

The Brooklyn Public Library is 
currently facing a potential $9 mil- 


lion bill to repair the branch’s bro- 
ken air conditioning system. Addi- 
tionally, the aging building is in need 
of a renovation, which would cost a 
few more million. 

If the library can get someone else 
to build on the site, there would be

The State University of New York 
Downstate Medical Center wants to 
pull the plug on Long Island College 
Hospital this week. 

Downstate president Dr. John Wil- 
liams told despondent docs on Monday 
that he would formally recommend eu- 
thanizing the Cobble Hill hospital at a 
board of trustees meeting this Thurs- 
day — and that the university board’s 
vote to close the institution would fol- 
low on Friday morning. 

From there, the decision rests with 
New York’s State Health Department, 
which needs to determine whether those 
who currently rely on the hospital can 
get quality care elsewhere. 

The vote comes weeks after an audit 
of Downstate by the state comptroller 
found that the hospital system currently 
loses $3 million a week, and that Long 
Island College Hospital was a big cause 
of these financial ailments. 

But some community members say 
Downstate knew exactly what it was 
getting with the purchase of Long Is- 
land College Hospital — a property 
worth more dead than alive. 

“They are using the sale of LICH to 
postpone dealing with their own finan- 
cial issues,” said Roy Sloane, the presi- 
dent of neighborhood watchdogs Cobble 
Hill Association, who claims hospital 
bigs want to close the institution and 


sell off its valuable real estate. 

“It seems like it was an expense 
that certainly should have been antic- 
ipated,” he said. “It certainly suggests 
that the folks at Downstate acquired 
LICH as a cash cow with the hopes 
of selling it.” 

The institution’s property, building, 
and equipment are worth between $200

MakerBot is movin’ on up — 
to a deluxe office in the sky above 
MetroTech. 

The leading manufacturer 
of 3-D printers is upgrading its 
grungy Gowanus roots with a 
posh new, 21st-floor headquar- 
ters at the top of the borough’s 
so-called “Tech Triangle.” 

The tech company is on the rise 
thanks to its desktop printers — 
which can craft small, detailed 
objects such as toys or pieces of 
art out of plastic. 

But there was never any risk 
that Makerbot would flee Brook- 


lyn for the Silicon Valley. 

“Brooklyn is the best place in 
the world. There are other places?” 
said co-founder and chief exec- 
utive officer Bre Pettis during a 
tour of the new space, before dis- 
appearing into the office’s full- 
scale replica of Doctor Who’s tar- 
dis, which uses clever architecture 
to somehow seem, indeed, big- 
ger on the inside. “There’s more 
talent here, more people with a 
can-do attitude.” 

The new offices at 1 Metro- 
Tech Center are a grown-up kid’s 
dream. The chairs and tables look 
like giant, stackable construction MakerBot head Bre Pettis, who is a huge "Doctor Who" 
toys. There’s a sprawling “bot fan, insisted on having a tardis in the office.

Can’t beat them? Don’t join them 

Nets definitely won't beat the Heat by playing just like the Heat 



The Nets once again got 
shellacked by the Heat, then 
managed to squeeze their way 
past the depleted, but resilient 
Bulls team last week. 

Don’t think for a minute, 
however, thatthe strategies that 
helped Brooklyn beat Chicago 
will ever work against the tal- 
ents from South Beach. 

Against the Bulls, the Nets 
often ran with a smaller lineup, 
using Gerald Wallace at the 
four-spot — a tactic the team 
didnot employ facing the Heat. 
The small ball worked well, 
but that was more the result of 
the Chicago’s decimated front 
court taking the floor with- 
out Joakim Noah and Carlos 
Boozer. 

The Heat use speed and 
athleticism to quickly close 
out on shooters, and it will 
be difficult if not impossible 
for the Nets to beat Lebron 



The Nets haven't found a way to compete with the Heat. 


James and Dwayne Wade at 
their own game. 

But Miami has one obvious 
shortcoming: rebounding. The 
Nets themselves are only a me- 
diocre team when it comes to 
rebounding, however Brook- 
lyn has a significant advan- 
tage over Miami on the glass 
thanks to an improving Brook 
Lopez, who has stepped up 
his rebounding game, and the 
hard work of Reggie Evans 
and Kris Humphries. 

The Nets have come up 
short by a wide margin in all 
three contests against the Heat 
this season, but this is one in- 
stance where if you can’t beat 
them, you certainly shouldn’t 
join them. To knock off the 
Heat, the Nets must work the 
ball inside out through Lopez 
and attack the offensive glass. 
Brooklyn can’t let Miami dic- 
tate how to play the game. 

Tom Lafe is a 6-foot-5 
sports-world insider with a 
middling high school bas- 
ketball career who believes 
the Nets will be driven by 
the success of the team's 
big men.

Is bigger really better? 

It’s the question being 
asked across the NBA fol- 
lowing the rise of the Miami 
Heat, a team that won the NBA 
championship last year with- 
out a traditional front court 
thanks to a 6 -foot- 8 phenom 
who is as comfortable run- 
ning the point as posting up 
on the block. 

This season, the Nets have 
no answer for the Heat. Brook- 
lyn has lost three games to the 
defending champs by an av- 
erage of 21 points, including 
the 105-85 stomping on Jan. 
30 at the Rustbowl on Flat- 
bush Avenue. 

Two days after the latest 


Heat drubbing, the Nets took 
on a Chicago Bulls team play- 
ing withoutprizedbigs Joakim 
Noah and Carlos Boozer, due 
to injury. Entering the fourth 
quarter with the undermanned 
Bulls leading 67-63, Nets 
coach RJ. “Peej” Carlemiso 
subbed in an unconventional, 
small lineup and rolled to a 
four-point victory. 

The Nets kept three guards 
on the floor, complemented 
by forward Gerald Wallace, 
and forward-center Andray 
Blatche. The new lookresulted 
in better spacing and a more 
agile and effective unit. 

Brooklyn’s five-man units 
with the two highest “win- 
ning percentages” — calcu- 
lated by the number of games 
in which the lineup outscored 
opponents — both have the 
6 -foot-7 Wallace playing 
power forward, as he did in 
the fourth quarter against Chi- 
cago, not at his traditional 


small forward post, accord- 
ing to 82games.com. 

This allows Brooklyn to 
fill the three smaller positions 
with guards, while All-Star 
center BrookLopez or Blatche 
serves as the low-post anchor. 
Brooklyn has been reluctant to 
go this route and sacrifice the 
rebounding prowess of power 
forwards Kris Humphries and 
Reggie Evans, but such think- 
ing ignores the fact that Wal- 
lace — nickname: “Crash” — 
made a name for himself by 
snatching boards throughout 
his 11 -year career. 

Yes, the Nets were able to 
go small against the Bulls be- 
cause Noah and Boozer were 
hurt. But this isn’t about Chi- 
cago — it’s about Miami, the 
team most likely to stand in 
the way of any Eastern Con- 
ference title contender, and a 
squad that is willing to cede 
dominance on the glass in or- 
der to blitz opponents with a

mobile, shooter-laden at- 
tack. 

The Nets have failed to 
impose their style of play on 
Miami. Now they must try to 
keep pace.

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NOT SO HOT SPOT 

Wifi at library's new technology hub painfully slow

It would be faster using 
a card catalogue to find in- 
formation! 

The glitzy new Informa- 
tion Commons at the Brook- 
lyn Public Library’s Central 
Branch has everything a tech- 
savvy bookworm might want 
— with the exception of re- 
liable internet connection, 
that is. 

Wifi at the much-hyped 
$4 -million facility is so pain- 
fully slow that some library 
regulars say they must log on 
elsewhere if they want to get 
anything done. 

“I used to work a lot 
there before the new space 
but now I’m working more 
at home,” said Rafael Mar- 
tinez, a graphic designer. “I 
need to upload and down- 
load heavy files constantly 
and it’s very frustrating to 
not be able to do so at a reg- 
ular pace.” 

The library system, which 
increasingly uses technol- 
ogy to attract Brooklynites 
through its bronze and glass 
doors, opened the digital hub 
to great fanfare last month, 
touting a sleek working at- 
mosphere complete with 
meeting rooms and a 36-seat 
“wireless learning lab” de- 
signed to lure laptop users, 
freelancers, andjob-seekers 
out of their borough’s well- 
connected cafes. 

But an independent inves- 
tigation by this newspaper 


found the wireless service — 
the lifeline of any freelancer 
worth his MacBook — feels 
more like dial-up. 

The wireless network at 
the Information Commons 
dropped a Brooklyn Paper re- 
porter three times in 15 min- 
utes on a recent weekday, and 
some websites did not load 
for minutes. Checking e-mail 
was impossible, and connec- 
tion to an outside server was 


out of the question. 

A weekday morning test 
revealed download speed to 
be 1.97 megabits per second 
and an upload speed of 1.77 
megabits per second — a 
snail’s pace, experts say. 

“For most people that is ex- 
cruciatingly slow,” said Tom 
Hollingsworth, a wireless en- 
gineer who runs the blog the 
Networking Nerd. “Tenmega- 
bits per second is what I con- 


sider to be a modern internet 
connection — that’s the min- 
imum that people want to use 
in order to stream videos and 
download pictures.” 

Tests done at a nearby 
twenty-something’s apart- 
ment revealed download 
speeds of 18.7 megabits per 
second and upload speed of 
7.34 megabits per second. 

Library visitors might 
even be better using smart- 


phones to surf the net: Hol- 
lingsworth said that phone 
wireless service on 3G net- 
works typically range be- 
tween 8 and 15 megabits 
per second. 

Highly connected Brook- 
lynites say they don’t visit the 
library to feel unplugged. 

“It’s kind of a shame to de- 
ter people from coming be- 
cause the internet is so slow,” 
said Anna Levy, who sends 
proposals and cover letters 
from the library a couple of 
days a week and says that 
it occasionally goes out in 
10 to 15 minute blocks at a 
time. 

And the employees at the 
help desk said there was noth- 
ing they could do. 

“It’s just slow,” said a li- 
brarian. 

But fear not freelancers, 
help is one the way. 

After being contacted by 
The Brooklyn Paper, a library 
spokeswoman confirmedthat 
the internet was a problem 
J — and that it would soon 
o be getting a much needed 
| overhaul. 

“The number of wire- 
| less devices connecting to 
£ the Central Library’s wifi has 
more than doubled over the 
past year, from 2,023 in Feb- 
ruary 2012 to 5,377 in Janu- 
ary 2013,” the spokeswoman 
said, promising an improved 
“Ultra” service from Cable- 
vision was on the way in two 
to three weeks. 

Brooklynites said their 
disappointment stems from 
the fact the Information Com- 
mons was billed to be the li- 
brary’s digital future — not 
just another bank of late ’90s 
Dells. 

“If it was on the second 
floor, I’d be like, ‘Whatever, 
it’s the library,’ ” said Levy.

Salon taking a cut 

City sues to close Slope gambling ring

This Park Slope salon has 
had a brush with the law. 

Sena African Hair Braid- 
ing on Pacific Street near 
Flatbush Avenue has got- 
ten itself into a legal tangle 
after police moved to snip 
the business for hosting an 
illicit gambling ring, accord- 
ing to a civil suit filed by the 
city on Jan. 17. 

The legal battle goes back 
to May 12, 2012, when apolice 
informant infiltrated the busi- 
ness and successfully placed a 
cash bet on a game of chance 
— the informer even received 


a betting slip, according to le- 
gal documents filed with the 
King’s County Supreme Court. 
Three days later, an informant 
placed another illegal bet. 

Police raided the building 
on May 17, finding gambling 
slips and other “gambling de- 
vices.” One person was ar- 
rested for gambling-related 
offenses. 

Police claim that the owner 
and business operators of 
Sena “were aware or should 
have been aware of the ille- 
gal activity occurring at the 
subject premises” — and so 
cops are asking that the de- 
fendants shutter their Pacific 


Street business for a year and 
pay a penalty of $1,000 for 
each day they knew about 
the gambling ring. 

Building owner Urban 
Sales Corp. was also named 
as a defendant in the suit. 

A call to Sena to ask if 
the allegations were true was 
met with a “no” by a woman 
working there. The woman, 
who wouldn’t give her name, 
would not answer any fur- 
ther questions. 

New York City Police — 
the one bit of fuzz this salon 
couldn’t tame — did not re- 
spond to requests for com- 
ment.

Mayor Ed Koch dies at 88

He may have been born in the 
Bronx, but for residents of this 
borough, he was a Brooklyn boy 
at heart. 

Brooklyn leaders saluted former 
Mayor Ed Koch — who famously 
greeted commuters as they walked 
home across the Brooklyn Bridge 
from Manhattan during a 1980 tran- 
sit strike — upon his death of con- 
gestive heart failure at 2 am on Feb. 
1, 2013. Koch served as mayor from 
1978 until 1989, and turned 88 last 
December. 

Borough President Markowitz 
vowed to fly the Brooklyn flag at 
half-staff over borough hall last Fri- 
day, in honor of Koch’s service to 
New York City and the years the late 
mayor lived in the County of Kings 
after he moved to Kensington in 1941 
with his young family before head- 
ing to France to fight the Nazis as a 
combat infantryman. 

“I have no doubt this is where he 
got the Brooklyn attitude, swagger, 
and ‘chutzpah,’ that made him such 
a character and helped him navi- 
gate New York City through some 
of its most challenging times,” said 
Markowitz. 

“Although I’ve had my disagree- 
ments with Mayor Ed Koch, I always 
respected that he spoke his mind,” 
said mayoral hopeful Sal Albanese. 
“New York City lost a giant of a man 
today.” 

Councilmember Domenic Recchia 
(D-Coney Island) recalled Koch as 
“authentic to the bone, larger-than- 
life, and always the true embodi- 
ment of what it means to be a New 
Yorker.” 

“For decades, he embodied the 
soul of our city, unfailingly defend- 
ing and advocating for New York 
and everyone in it,” said Rep. Jerrold 
Nadler (D-Park Slope), also laud- 


ing Koch’s “unflinching” support 
for Israel. 

Mayor Bloomberg called Koch 
“an irrepressible icon, our most char- 
ismatic cheerleader and champion. . . 
a great mayor, a great man, and a 
great friend.” 

“We will miss him dearly, but 
his good works — and his wit and 
wisdom — will forever be a part 
of the city he loved so much,” said 
Bloomberg. “His spirit will live on 
not only here at City Hall, and not 


only on the bridge that bears his 
name, but all across the five bor- 
oughs.” 

“Ed Koch was a great New 
Yorker. A shrewd and honest civil 
servant, he was never shy to speak 
his mind and stand up for what he 
believed to be in the best interest of 
New Yorkers and all Americans,” 
said former Republican Rep. Bob 
Turner of Sheepshead Bay, who 
was elected in large part thanks to 
Koch’s endorsement. “This honesty 


and bravado led to the beginning of 
our unique and cherished friendship. 
Mayor Koch’s support was the crit- 
ical element in my winning Demo- 
cratic support during my campaign 
for the House. I am proud to have 
called him my friend.” 

African-American Brooklynites 
also praised Koch, with recently 
elected Rep. Hakeem Jeffries (D- 
Fort Greene) noting his efforts to 
bring the city back from the bank- 
ruptcy crisis of 1 978 and build more 
affordable housing. 

“Edward Koch served as a Big 
Apple Mayor with a big personal- 
ity who embodied the spirit, wit 
and resilience of New York City,” 
said Jeffries, who pointed out that 
the late mayor “engineered the de- 
velopment of thousands of units of 
affordable housing that have bene- 
fited generations of working fami- 
lies in some of our toughest neigh- 
borhoods.” 

The comments came despite hiz- 
zoner’s tense relationship with the 
black community while in office, 
especially following his weak re- 
sponse to the murder of East New 
York youth Yusuf Hawkins at the 
hands of white Bensonhurst resi- 
dents in Aug. 1989 — which some 
say may have cost him a fourth 
term. Koch’s handling of ethnic 
tensions is part of the backdrop of 
Spike Lee’s 1989 classic “Do The 
Right Thing,” which depicts fric- 
tion between whites and blacks in 
Bedford- Stuyvesant. 

Southern Brooklyn residents also 
recalled Koch fondly, with Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce president 
Carlo Scissura — a Bensonhurst 
native — recalling Koch’s famous 
policy of conducting informal opin- 
ion polls in the street. 

“Koch always asked, ‘How am 
I doing?’” Scissura said. “Well, 
Brooklyn says you did great!”

Which former mayor is your 
biggest role model? 

BD: Unquestionably 

[Fiorello] La Guardia. He was 
a unifier at a time when there 
were real difficulties and ten- 
sions in the city and he served 
throughout the Depression 
and he never acted like the 
economic reality wasn’t his 
responsibility. He also had 
tremendous compassion. He 
lived among the people and 
believed in being out and ac- 
cessible — something Koch 



did very well, also. 

ER: Bloomberg has 

fully embraced the model 
of public -private partner- 
ships in places like Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park, Downtown 
and Atlantic Yards. Is this a 
model of governing that you 
support? 

BD: I support it as long 
as there is real oversight and 
some hard bargaining with 
regards to the private sector. 
With Brooklyn Bridge Park 
it was necessary to guaran- 
tee that we could have a park 
that was self-sustained. So 
that was a case of a produc- 
tive partnership. But I think 
that in every one of them 
you have to make sure the 
public is getting full value 
from its private partners and 
that it’s a carefully moni- 
tored deal. 

ER: You kicked off your 
campaign at your home in 
Park Slope where your wife 
called you an “outer-borough 
working dad.” Some people 
might say that an 1 1th Street 
address doesn’t exactly qual- 
ify you as “outer-borough” 


these days. 

BD: That’s crazy. We 
moved here in 1992. This 
was long before I had any 
gumption of running for of- 
fice. We’re homeowners, our 
daughter just graduated, but 
for 14 years now our kids 
have gone to public school. 
Chirlane and I are like so 
many other middle-class 
folks that have had to fig- 
ure out a way to find child- 
care we could afford when 
our kids were younger, and 
balance all the pieces of our 
lives. 

E R: Are you now, or have 
you ever been a card-carry- 
ing member of the Park Slope 
Food Co-op? 

BD: I am not a member of 
the Co-op. Got close to doing 
it a few times, but never could 
figure out how to handle the 
time commitment. 

ER: If elected, would you 
continue setting aside more 
public space for bicycles and 
pedestrians? 

BD: The motivation [for 
bike lanes] has been noble 
but the approach has often 
been without the kind of com- 
munication with the commu- 
nity that I’d like. What I’d 
say is that let’s look at ac- 
tual evidence. Where they’ve 
worked, great, let’s keep 
them. Where they haven’t 
worked let’s revise them or 
change them. 

ER: Final question: Nets 
or Knicks? 

BD: If that’s the choice, 
Nets, unquestionably.

Tattoo tales 

Diamonds are forever, but ink is more spe- 
cific. 

Two experts on the cultural and artistic his- 
tory of tattoos will tell tragic stories about one 
of the more painful demonstrations of love and 
devotion at the Morbid 
Anatomy Library this 
Valentine’s Day. 

“The tradition of 
having lovers’ names 
tattooed goes back at 
least as far as the Ro- 
man era,” said Univer- 
sity of Chicago lecturer 
Anna Friedman. “Pre- 
sumably yes, they’ve 

been regretting it.” 

In Rome, most unwanted tattoos marred 
the skins of slaves and criminals, but this cre- 
ated a real demand for tattoo -removal recipes 
— which Friedman says may have been use- 
ful for removing ancient iterations of heart- 
shaped tattoos as well. 

The lecture won’t just cover inking in west- 
ern cultures, but also love-signs around the 
world. 

“In other cultures we have things like tradi- 
tional marks of marriage, or betrothals, which 
were done as a sort of rights of passage.” said 
Friedman, who will share the stage with Matt 
Lodder. “There are other marks where, if you 
didn’t have it, then you weren’t marriageable 
material.” 

In the end, the talk won’t be a heart-warm- 
ing one, but it should live up to the Morbid 
Anatomy name. 

“There’s some short stories about tattooing 
and romance, which are kind of creepy and 
weird,” said Friedman. “They always end with 
death, or some macabre consequence like be- 
ing splashed with acid, or having the tattoo 
flayed off the skin.”

Unlovable 

If you’re planning on spending Valentine’s 
Day locked inside your bedroom crying and 
listening to Morrissey croon, remember — 
misery loves company. 

Get out, and join other mopes to see the 
Smiths tribute band the Sons and Heirs on 
Feb. 14 at the Bell 
House in Gowanus 
— a four-year- old 
tradition that regu- 
larly sells out. 

“Morrissey is 
kind of the unlov- 
able, singing about 
never finding any- 
one,” said Ronnie 
“Ronnissey” Scott, 
who imitates Morris- 
sey with uncanny accuracy for classics like ‘ There 
Is A Light That Never Goes Out,” “Girlfriend 
in a Coma,” and “How Soon Is Now?” 

But when Scott joined the Sons and Heirs seven 
years ago, he was an unlikely candidate. 

“Honestly, I really wasn’t into the Smiths 
or Morrissey,” the 35-year-old said. 

He was, after all, only 9 when the band 
broke up for good. 

“My oldest sister was a Smiths fan, or a 
Morrissey fan by then — she had a poster 
of Morrissey hanging up in her room, but I 
didn’t get it at all.” 

But when someone he was dating saw an ad 
on Craigslist looking for a singer that sounded 
like Morrissey, he answered the call. 

“I went down there looking for a couple of 
bucks or something,” he said. 

Now, he appreciates the Smiths — espe- 
cially the response they still invoke in fans, 
even if they’re “reissued, repackaged,” to para- 
phrase “Paint a Vulgar Picture.” 

“They don’t come down to listen to it, they 
come down to be a part of it,” Scott said. 

“I always swore I would never, ever, ever 
do any kind of cover stuff, but now I can see 
the effect it has on people. It’s so strange. If it 
didn’t have that effect, I would never do it.” 

The Smiths aren’t likely to reunite — Mor- 
rissey once famously said, “I would rather eat 
my own testicles than reform the Smiths, and 
that’s saying something for a vegetarian.” 

But that’s fine for Scott and the rest of the 
Sons and Heirs. 

“For us to kind of get up there and recre- 
ate something that will never happen again 
is phenomenal,” he said.

Artist drives through LA and points camera skyward

T he walls of the gallery space 
are bare — it’s the ceiling 
that’s the real attraction. 

A Williamsburg gallery invites 
art-goers to kick off their shoes, 
grab a plush cushion, lie down, and 
enjoy aprojected video on the ceil- 
ing that gives viewers the sense of 
riding through Southern Califor- 
nia in a convertible — gazing up 
at the great big blue sky. 

“The classic idea of LA prom- 
ises freedom. Imagine cruising in 
your car on these open roads,” says 
Cooley, whose installation “Sky- 
ward” is on display at the Boiler 
through March. 

It’s true the experience exudes 
freedom, but it also feels a bit like 
being a Lilliputian, dwarfed by the 
heavens — a feeling uncommon to 
confident New Yorkers who stride 
forward without a thought given 
to the air up there. 

“I’m constantly inspiredby my 
surroundings, and findLos Angeles 
so rich,” said Cooley, who moved to 
LA after 15 years inNew York. “[In 
New York] you see buildings. You’re 
concentrating on what’s straight 
ahead. You’re all up in your little 
groove. In LA, you’re driving, so 
you have more time to look at the 
big, open sky. And there’s lots of 
activity in the sky.” 

Sure enough, the famously ter- 
rible LA traffic gives denizens of 
the desert city plenty of time to 
look up. 

But the air above also teems

with traffic in “Skyward.” Man- 
made structures such as helicop- 
ters, airplanes, and blimps soar 
alongside fauna like bees, birds, 
and moths. 

Even the faux grass that car- 
pets the gallery’s floor is an al- 
lusion to LA. 

“The most classic things about 
Southern California — its iconic 
palm trees — aren’t native. Every- 
thing comes from so far away, yet 
people pretend to have green grass. 
There never should have been a 
city there. There’s no water.” 

Although Skyward appears 
as one continuous recording, 
the nearly ten-minute video was 
compiled from numerous drives 
in various vehicles while others 
were recorded from stationary 
locations.

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Hate takes the stage 

Decade after anti-gay murder , bias remains

T he true story of one of Ameri- 
ca’s most notorious hate crimes 
will come to Brooklyn in an 
epic five-hour production. 

The Brooklyn Academy of Mu- 
sic will showcase the controversial 
play “The Laramie Project,” which 
tells the story of the 1998 murder 
of Matthew Shepherd, and for the 
first time ever present it alongside 
its epilogue: “The Laramie Project: 
Ten Years Later.” 

And a decade after the watershed 
production first told the story of a man 
killed in Laramie, Wyo. simply be- 
cause he was gay, the epilogue proves 
time doesn’t always heal. 

“[It’s] an amazing theatrical expe- 
rience, to be able to follow a town for 
that length of time,” said co-director 
Leigh Fondakowski, who with Greg 
Pierotti wrote “The Laramie Project 
Cycle,” which runs from Feb. 12 to 
24. “You walk out of the first play 
thinking ‘people really got it, peo- 
ple really woke up.’ Then when you 
return for ‘Ten Years Later,’ you see 
this backlash and people really took 
a sharp turn in terms of distancing 
themselves.” 

Three weeks after Shepard’s death, 
news trucks packedup and left andlO 
members of the Tectonic Theater Proj- 
ect rolled into town looking to have 
conversations with townsfolk that 
would spark production of the play, 
which has been produced around the 
world and in all fifty states. 

And the resistance of some com- 
munity members to talk foreshad- 
owed the still controversial nature

of the subject material. 

“In places where queer people don’t 
have a presence or a voice, [the play 
is] still banned,” said Fondakowski. 
“High-school kids want to do it and 
their principals tell them they can’t. 
It becomes this fight they want to 
fight.” 


But Fondakowski said the play 
does its best work in precisely these 
places. 

“In communities [where gays] are 
underrepresentedandwithyoungpeo- 
ple, [the play] gives them a vehicle to 
express something that’s important 
to them,” she said.

Jacques Torres chocolate 
factory leaving DUMBO

Parting is such sweet sor- 
row — especially when it’s 
Jacques Torres who’s leav- 
ing. 

On Feb. 1 the famed choc- 
olatier began moving the bulk 
ofhis manufacturing operation 
from DUMBO and Soldo to 
a massive complex in Sunset 
Park’s Brooklyn Army Ter- 
minal. Though Torres plans to 
maintain his retail storefront in 
DUMBO, most of the choco- 
late he sells there will no longer 
be made on the premises. 

Neighbors getting nostalgic 
about the erstwhile aroma of 
melting chocolate overDUM- 


BO’s streets can take some sol- 
ace in Torres’s plans for his 
old workspace. Brianne Perea, 
a spokeswoman for the busy 
candyman, says there are no 
plans at the moment to leave 
the DUMBO location. Instead, 
Torres is plotting to renovate 
and expand the retail space 
into the former factory. “While 
no formal layout has been cre- 
ated, he foresees more cafe- 
style seating,” Perea said. 

But it’s undoubtedly the 
end of an era for DUMBO. 
Torres opened his first choco- 
late factory there in 2000, back 
when the neighborhood could 
still plausibly be called “up- 
and-coming.” Then, Torres

constructed the factory him- 
self — by hand. More than 
a decade later, Torres has a 
Wonka-like chocolate empire, 
with four retail locations across 
New York. 

Torres is expecting crowds 


at the new factory, which will 
include rooms devoted to ice 
cream and chocolate powder, a 
five-ton melter, and tours open 
to the public. Construction 
should be completed by late 
summer. 


Fairway to reopen March 1

Red Hookers will once again be able to 
sink their teeth into fine artisan cheeses 
and organic produce when Fairway Mar- 
ket reopens on March 1. 

The Sandy-slammed grocery made 
its much-anticipated announcement in 
a tweet — and store officials can’t wait 
to reopen. 

“Man we’ve missed you,” the gro- 
cer wrote. 

The Oct. 29 super storm pounded the 
gourmet outlet at the foot of Van Brunt 
Street with a vicious five-foot storm 
surge that left the community’s culinary 
anchor shuttered for months. 

But store officials said the super-

market will come back better than ever 
with an expanded bakery section, wider 
aisles and more outdoor seating. 

“It’s going to be a community-wide 
celebration,” said Fairway spokesman 
Bruce Bobbins, who added that there 
will be a special commemoration cer- 
emony — possibly featuring Mayor 
Bloomberg and Borough President 
Markowitz — that will likely be held 
in the store’s parking lot at 9:30 am on 
opening day. 

The grocery chain’s Red Hook out- 
post required a gut renovation after 
Hurricane Sandy’s floodwaters de- 
molished everything it touched in the 
massive store. 

The restoration cost nearly $10 mil- 
lion, store officials said. 


She's a money maker 

Artist giving North Brooklyn its very own currency 



These slips of paper aren't just works of art — they could become 
a new form of currency for Williamsburg and Greenpoint dubbed 
the "Brooklyn Torch" by conceptual artist Mary Jeys.

Mary Jeys is burning a torch for a 
time when money was spent locally. 

The conceptual artist is the master- 
mind of a new form of borough- centric 
currency dubbed Brooklyn Torches, 
which she hopes will counter the on- 
line shopping trend and keep money 
flowing through North Brooklyn’s 
small businesses. 

“It’s about how money is a mecha- 
nism not only of exchange, but of com- 
munication,” said Jeys, who coined 
the idea after friends convinced her it 
would be dangerous to hand out cash 
while riding around on a bicycle out- 
fitted with an ATM for an art project. 
“The bill has so much meaning.” 

Inspired by the Ithaca Hour, a form 
of local currency that has been in use 
in that city since 1991, Jeys began de- 
signing Brooklyn Torches — a proj- 
ect that she hopes will spark discus- 
sions about trust and safety regarding 
money. 

Americans have the greenlight 
to create local forms of currency to 
pay for goods and services, so long 
as the cash has a value that can be 
measured against the dollar and par- 
ticipants pay taxes as they would on 
regular money. 

For now, Brooklynites can invest in 
the local bucks by bringing items to 
Jeys’s studio, getting them appraised 
for Torches, and using the Torches to 
buy merchandise at the art space. 

But the goal is to reach a much 
broader market. 

“I’ve been talking to a bunch of busi- 
nesses, and they are usually interested 
in having a conversation with me, since 
part and parcel of being an entrepre- 
neur is being willing to try new things,” 
said Jeys, who hopes to enlist volun- 
teers interested in the cause. “But we 


have to come up with a system.” 
Some North Brooklyn merchants, 
such as Word bookstore owner Chris- 
tine Onorati, can’t wait to sign up. 

“I love the idea of a local currency,” 
said Onorati, who has experience with 
regional currency from her time in 
Northport, Long Island, where the 
Northport Dollar helped keep money 
in the community. “It’s a way to keep 
the money local and keep people aware 
of who’s participating.” 

This isn’t the first time Brooklyn 
has gone up against the dollar. From 
1996 to 2000, about 100 businesses, 
many of them in Park Slope, embraced 


a form of currency called Greenbacks. 
At one point, there was nearly $100,000 
worth of the currency in circulation. 

That experiment in local currency 
was successful, but the large adminis- 
trative upkeep eventually caused the 
founders to shut the project down, or- 
ganizers said. 

“It can be done with proper market- 
ing and proper outreach. Six or seven 
people running it wasn’t enough,” said 
Craig Seeman, one of the founders 
of the Greenback. “She may need 10 
to 15 people to do this properly. But 
with the internet, it’s so much eas- 
ier now.”

said Olise, who marvels at 
the borough’s aquatic purga- 
tory daily as she bikes from 
her Park Slope home to her 
Ferris Street art studio. 

“I find this area almost like 
a dying area of the city.” 


The artist will use the 
jet-black gunk — which is 
loaded with oil, heavy met- 
als, and other chemicals 
— to paint a collection of 
small black-and-white ab- 
stract works, and one mon- 
umental creation exploring 


the landscape neighboring 
the 1.8 -mile long federal Su- 
perfund site. 

The paintings will be 
featured in a Manhattan art 
space in May. 

“They’re going to be very 
close up details of things 
around the canal like a lamp- 
post or a fire hydrant,” said 
Olise. 

This isn’t Olise’s first en- 


counter with the Gowanus. 

The artist previously used 
water from the canal for a 
series of large-scale paint- 
ings of abandoned structures, 
which are currently on dis- 
play in Texas. 

Olise said that the nox- 
ious mud’s thick texture is 
perfect for her art — and 
with the help of some white 
house paint it sticks to her 


canvases. 

“It hangs together well 
and it’s very, very black,” 
she said. 

She loves it as a material, 
but that doesn’t mean she is 
entirely comfortable being so 
close to the toxic sludge. 

“It’s scary for sure — it’s 
much more polluted than I 
could have ever imagined,” 
she said.

a Thursday morning rally 
against the lecture. 

The event, billed as a lec- 
ture “on the importance of 
[Boycott, Divestment, and 
Sanctions] in helping end Is- 
raeli apartheid and the illegal 
occupation of Palestine,” fea- 
tures two speakers, Berke- 
ley Professor Judith Butler, 
a philosopher and Palestin- 
ian rights advocate who is 
best known for her work on 
gender, and Omar Barghouti, 
a Palestinian human rights 


advocate. 

Brooklyn College offi- 
cials say that cancelling the 
event is out of the question, 
arguing that part of its mis- 
sion is to hold events of this 
nature. 

“As an institution of 
higher education, it is in- 
cumbent upon us to uphold 
the tenets of academic free- 
dom and allow our students 
and faculty to engage in di- 
alogue and debate on top- 
ics they may choose,” said

lyn College. 


Brooklyn College President 
Karen Gould in a statement. 
“Some may believe that our 
steadfast commitment to 
free speech signals an in- 
stitutional endorsement of 
a particular point of view. 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth.” 

Still, Cymbrowitz claims 
this has nothing to do with 
freedom of speech at all. 

“If a student club wants to 
have these forums, let the fo- 
rums continue, but it should 
not be sponsored by Brook- 
lyn College,” he said. 

Legal experts said the is- 
sue isn’t entirely cut and dry 


in the school’s favor. 

“I don’t think the school 
has any constitutional obli- 
gation to show what is one 
side of a hot-button issue; 
suppose they only showed 
a Democratic candidate, but 
turned down the Republican 
one?” said free speech expert 
Jesse Choper, the Earl War- 
ren Professor of Public Law 
at the University of Califor- 
nia, Berkeley — a school that 
is no stranger to free speech 
controversies. “If they had 
someone there who was as far 
to the right as Judith Butler 
is to the left, then that would 
be another matter.”

probably put the pool out of 
commission for 10 years,” 
said Sue Wolfe, president of 
Friends of Douglass/Greene 
Park, a community group 
that rallied to save the be- 
loved outdoor swimming 
spot from city budget cuts 
two years ago. “We need the 
pool and the children need 
the pool.” 

Members of the park ad- 
vocacy group are particularly 
worried about a construction- 
related closure because the 
newly renovated greenspace 
is slated for a full reopening 


in March after activists lob- 
bied electeds for nearly $1 
million in funding. 

They are also afraid of 
storing contaminants deemed 
too toxic for the Gowanus 
Canal beneath the treasured 
public pool. 

“You’ll have millions of 
gallons of raw sewage be- 
neath the pool and I just 
don’t see how that is safe,” 
said Friends of Douglass/ 
Greene Park board mem- 
ber and Gowanus resident 
Sabine Aronowsky. “This 
shouldn’t happen — I don’t 
feel comfortable with it and 


I don’t know any parent that 
would.” 

Federal officials could not 
offer more details about the 
catch basins by press time, 
but at the forum Tsiamis said 
the agency is open to com- 
munity suggestions for other 
potential locations. 

He also stressed that al- 
though the construction of 
the tank might be a tem- 
porary burden, it’s a price 
worth paying to keep raw 
sewage out of the water- 
way. 

“Almost all segments of 
the community along the ca- 
nal will be inconvenienced 
for a short time in one way or 
another,” said Tsiamis. “So 
for the short term there will 


be inconvenience for the long 
term benefit.” 

The details of the exten- 
sive cleanup plan are not yet 
in stone, but the current pro- 
posal calls for dredging toxic 
sediment from the waterway, 
capping the canal-bed to keep 
contaminants from bubbling 
up, and constructing an ad- 
ditional $3 1.2-million hold- 
ing tank buried alongside the 
banks of the canal at the head 
near Butler Street. 

Federal officials have 
tapped three-dozen pollut- 
ers, including the city and en- 
ergy giant National Grid, to 
foot the bill for the cleanup, 
which is expected to cost be- 
tween $467 million and $504 
million. 


The plan will be finalized 
by the summer after a pub- 
lic commentary period. Then 
comes a two-year design 
phase. The actual cleanup 
will go on until about 2022, 
agency officials said. 

The agency will accept 
written and public comments 
on the proposal until Mar.

no need to go through with 
repairs. 

“Not only do we get to get 


out from under the $9 milli on, 
but we can deliver a brand- 
new, state-of-the-art library 
for no cost to the Brooklyn 


Public Library system,” said 
Josh Nachowitz, vice presi- 
dent of government and com- 
munity relations at the Brook- 
lyn Public Library. 

The Cadman Plaza build- 
ing also houses the Brook- 
lyn Public Library’s Business 


Library. The trustees plan to 
move that to the main branch 
in Prospect Heights. 

Last summer it became ap- 
parent just how badly the cur- 
rent Brooklyn Heights branch 
building, constructed in 1962, 
needed repairs. The air con- 
ditioning system went kaput, 
and the staff had to close the 
sweltering facility on at least 
30 days. 

“Last summer, a lot of 
senior citizens came in here 
complaining that they couldn’t 
go to the library,” said Kenn 
Lowy, owner of the Brook- 
lyn Heights Cinema. “It ob- 
viously needs a lot of help, so 
if they can make a plan to fix 
it, that’s great.” 

Branch library manager 
Uldis Skrodelis first started 
working at the Brooklyn 
Heights branch in 1977, when 
the basement was stocked as a 
fallout shelter, complete with 
barrels of food and other pro- 
visions. He said the current 
building is getting more di- 
lapidated by the day and that 
a new one is necessary. 

“Just the other day, a wa- 
ter pipe in the ceiling burst,” 
said Skrodelis. “There’s only 
so much money you can put 
into an old place. Why would 
we spend all that money to 
put a brand new air-condi- 
tioning system into a 50-year- 
old building?” 

The lot is zoned R10, which 
is the highest density residen- 
tial zoning in the city. So, there 
is the potential to build as large 
as the 19-story One Pierre - 
pont Plaza high-rise a cou- 
ple of doors down. 

“I’m assuming the devel- 
oper would want to build as 


much as possible, and prob- 
ably residential,” said Nach- 
owitz. 

Lowy lamented the thought 
of more condos coming into 
the neighborhood. 

“When all you do is build 
condos, all you do is build a 
wall and say you don’t want 
a certain type of person to be 
here,” said Lowy. “What we 
do need are more rentals.” 

Even though the city owns 
the building and lets the li- 
brary use it for free — as is 
does with most of the Brook- 
lyn Public Library branch lo- 
cations — Nachowitz said 
the library will get the prof- 
its from any sale. 

It will take several more 
months to decide on a devel- 
oper and a plan. In the mean- 
time, it’s going to get hot again 
in a couple of months, so the 
library is working with the 
Brooklyn Library Guild, 
which represents the staff, to 
figure out a plan for this sum- 
mer. And when the building is 
finally demolished, the library 
will find a temporary store- 
front in Brooklyn Heights or 
bring in a trailer to use as a 
temporary branch. 

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association, said she is con- 
cerned that the new library 
will be smaller. She also wor- 
ries that the temporary library 
space will not have the ser- 
vices patrons have come to 
expect. 

“A lot of people go to this 
library and want to use com- 
puters or study in the library 
in the summer,” said Stanton. 
“They don’t want to have to 
sit in the Starbucks.”

For example, almost 80 mil- 
lion Americans — including 73 million with high blood pres- 
sure, and 35 million with high cholesterol — have a heart con- 
dition that can be detected during a "standard" screening. 
Left untreated for long, any heart condition may increase the 
risk of coronary heart disease, heart failure, and other life- 
threatening illnesses. 

The good news is that many heart conditions can be ad- 
dressed with lifestyle changes and, if necessary, medication. 
So if a screening indicates that you might have high choles- 
terol, high blood pressure, or any other heart condition, make 
sure to call your doctor. There's no reason to lose heart.

M y 15-year-old 
daughter just had 
knee surgery and 
spent a week recuperat- 
ing on the couch.

I’m not against comfort- 
ing my child, sitting with 
her, holding her hand, offer- 
ing hug after hug.

I am much happier when I 
have something to do for her, 
like reading out loud, pick- 
ing up a video, or baking her 
favorite treat. 

The feeling of being un- 
able to help my ailing girl, 
to soothe her in some way 
was so incredibly frustrat- 
ing that there were moments 
I fled from her. As soon as 
she dozed off or got caught 
up in a movie, I was out the 
door with the dog or find- 
ing something else “impor- 
tant” to occupy me just to 
get away from her and my 
feeling useless. 

There were moments I 
even felt angry at her for 
whining, having the sense 
she was incessantly com- 
plaining about things I 
couldn’t do anything about 
just to make me feel bad. She 
was attacking me for not do- 
ing something to make her 
better when she had to real- 
ize I was powerless to help 
in any way. 

Being a dad is so much 
easier when I feel good 
about my role, when I’m 
doing things that make my 
daughters’ lives better, more 
fun, adventurous. Here was 
one of those humbling situ- 
ations that offered no visi- 
ble rewards, no smiles ap- 
pearing on my girl’s face. 
The best I could hope for 
was soothing her a little, 
enough so she could sleep, 
or feel enough TLC to get 


through another day until 
she healed up more. 

We started going through 
the Harry Potter videos in 
order each afternoon. The 
second day I felt so behind 
in all the things I had to do 
— the laundry, the groceries,

the bills, and that sense of 
frustration with my daughter 
started creeping back, that 
just sitting with her was a 
waste, that I wasn’t doing 
anything. 

It took a little while, but 


I realize I was doing some- 
thing. 

There are important 
things I do as a parent that 
have nothing tangible to 
show for my time and en- 
ergy. Taking care of my 
child, even when she’s a 
teenager, is one of those. I 
can’t measure what I did. 
Still, I have to believe that 
simply facing her discomfort 
is equal to playing a game, 
making a snack, or adjust- 
ing her knee brace. 

Helping her get through 
the recuperation may not 
leave me with anything tan- 
gible, but there may be some- 
thing between my girl and 
me, something I can’t even 
name, that I know will reap a 
deeper reward in the end.

Brooklyn Partnership, one 
of the members of the initia- 
tive. “The media companies 
started moving here a cou- 
ple of years ago. Now, the 
tech companies are the next 
wave of tenants.” 

So far, MakerBot is the 
first and only major tech- 
nology company to commit 
to Downtown. But Cono- 
scenti is hoping that the printer 

company will lead to a crit- 

ical mass. 

“MakerBot is going to give confidence to a lot of com- 
panies that Downtown Brooklyn is where the action is 
at,” he said. 

Last fall, MakerBot released its Replicator 2 Desktop 
3-D Printer and opened a retail store in Manhattan. 

But MakerBots are still printed in Brooklyn too, at 
the “hot cave” on Third Avenue, and Pettis said it will 
stay that way. 

The Tech Triangle folks aren’t the only ones happy that 
MakerBot stayed in Brooklyn. The company’s employees, 
most of whom live in the borough, are also psyched. 

“My commute is really great,” said Annelise Jeske, who 
rides her bike to work almost every day. “I love Brook- 
lyn. When I first moved here, I thought I would have to 
work in Manhattan. I’m happy that I don’t.”

Lane without presenting a plan for the alterations, block- 
ing iconic cherry wood trim and mirrors with bright pink 
hanging panels in the process. 

But all that glitters isn’t gold, according to commis- 
sion vice chair Pablo E. Vengoechea. 

“Hiding something behind something is not a preser- 
vation strategy,” said Vengoechea. “We designated this 
[space] in order to be able to see it.” 

Repentant Ladies and Gents architect Rand Rosen- 
baum apologized on behalf of the jewelry store, calling 
the shop’s offerings “schlock stuff’ and the design an 
“interior desecration.” But he said alterations including a 
self-supporting display and lighting system didn’t actually 
damage the walls — they just covered them up. 

He also pointed out that some of the store’s famous 
gas lamps remain in place, while its mirrors and entrance 
arch are safe in storage. 

That wasn’t enough to appease Landmarks’ tough 
commissioners. 

“There is no excuse at all for this being the way this is, 
period,” said commissioner Michael Goldblum. 

The changes were made without permission from the 
city, but Landmarks spokeswoman Lisi de Bourbon said 
Ladies and Gents won’t be fined for the transgression. In- 
stead, the shop must submit a new plan that shows greater 
respect for the historic interior. 

“We are trying to correct the illegal conditions,” she 
said. 

The owners and tenant of the building did not respond 
to a request for comment by press time, but Rosenbaum 
told The Brooklyn Paper that changes are afoot. 

“The client and landlord are looking at their options,” 
he said. 

The old home of Gage and Tollner fell on rough times 
after restaurateur Joe Chirico closed up the steak and 
chops joint in 2004. A T.G.I. Fridays lasted until 2007, 
and an Arby’s briefly set up shop in 2010. 

History buffs are sad to say they miss the purveyor of 
roast beef sandwiches, which never ran afoul with pres- 
ervation officials. 

“Who thought then that we might one day be wistful 
for the days of Arby’s?” the Historic Districts Council 
said in a statement.
